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(57) Abstract: A conjugate consisting of 
insulin-like growth factor binding protein 
4 (IGFBP-4) and one or two poly(ethylene 
glycol) group(s), said poly(ethylene glycol) 
group(s) having an overall molecular 
weight of from about 30 to about 40 kDa is 
disclosed. This conjugate is useful for the 
treatment of cancer.
